The system of religious beggary, Leside the 
support of missionaries, has another object to 
accomplish. It has been fashionable, for a 
number of years, for ladies to spend the meouey, 
which their husbands earnt by hard labour, and 
which they needed for other and more honour- 
able purposes, in constituting their ministers 
members for life of the Bible Society, a iis 
sionary society, or an education society.

conduct of his paper and admit a publication 
which can have no other effect than to indate 
the minds of children witha species of pride as 
nseless to them as it is offensive to mea of sen<« 
and modesty. Let the friends of rational and 
liberal principles give as much as they please 
aud to the extent of their means, to difluse the 
lirht of reason and religion, and to scatter the 
blessings cf education among the poor and the 
ignorant ; but let them leave to the narrow- 
minded proselyting missionaries of sectarianism 
the disgusting practice of sounding a trumpet 
before them when they doa deed of charity or 
perform an act of ordinary honesty. 





Since the commencement of the present ses-

It would indeed make our 
heart right glad and joyful to see our Galaxy 
shedding its light around the hall of the legis- 
lature, and dispensing those necessary truths, 
which are excluded from the columns of other 
newspapers; and weshave more than once had 
half a mind ‘to do ouzselves and famity a little 
injury to do the publica great good. But then 
the good old profane proverb, Churity begins at 
home, and the sacred injunction of an Apostle, 
He that provideth not for his own is worse than 
an infidel, have as often intruded upon the mem- 
ory, and we have not dared to disregard the 
precepts both of secular wisdom, and apostolic- 
al prudence. 

Economy is certainly a virtue, and oaght to 
be practised by states as well as individuals. 
But it may be carried to excess, and become 
parsimony,—it may dwindle from parsimony to 
meanness-——and may at last assume the form of 
injustice. Thus, for instance, if forty members 
of the Jegislature should order our paper to be 
sealed up weekly, superscribed, and left at 
their several lodgings during their residence 
in the city, and authorise us to carry a bill to 
the committee on accounts, who would draw an 
order on the treasurer for payment—and if, at 
the proper time, the bill should be thus pre- 
sented, in which there should be no charge but 
such as is uniformly made to non-susbcribers,(and 
we Cannet perceive that representatives who 
take a paper for a few weeks only can be view- 
ed in any other character ;) and the committee 
should refuse to approve the bill, until they 
had reduced the several fractional parts to their

Take especial care, when your good easy 
neighbour, confiding in your honesty, has let 
his claim ite more than six years, not to permit 
that plea of rascals, “ outlawed,” to induce you 
first to doubt whether it is due, and finally to 
offer to settle it “if he will throw in a triile.” 
Pray, why did not you pay him before, when 
his witnesses wore living, and the facts fresh ? 
Such ciaims ought to be paid with interest, and 
that withoat delay, lest you die, and your ex- 
«cutcr reluse to pay. 

Where the balance is in your favour, don’t 
by any means neglect a settlement of sucha 
claim. “Tis true, your neighbour may have 
said ‘he would take no advantage ;” but he 
may die, or forget, or tind on seeing your bill 
that ‘it is larger than he expected,” and he 
may think you have omitted some credit. You 
do not meet him on even ground. 

Is there any matter that lies unadjusted be- 
tween you and any one of doubtful honesty ? 1 
beg of you to see well to that. Such a man, 
especially if poor, will have a heavy claim a- 
gaimst your estule, in the event of your decease. 
Get a discharge trom him, and call it even, 
though be may owe youa trifle. A release 
from such persons is as good as bank stock. 

Finally, let not the light of another new- 
years morning rise upon you, until you have 
remitted, * postage paid,” all you owe to pro- 
prietors of newspapers. Those are honorary 
claims, especially if due out of the state. Should 
the press stop for want of funds, the land wil! 
soon grow dark. You expect a pleasant song 
trom them on that morning—but how can they 
sing if depressed with debt? ‘They must * hang 
their harps on the willows,” unless “ cheered 
vy your corn and your oil.”

The petition of the sheriff of Worcester 
county, relative to the use of the house of cor- 
rection in Worcester, has been referred to a 
joint committee. This house was erected at

published on an entarged sect, with typograph- = 
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the expense of the county for the purpose of 


employing and correcting the idle and dissolute 
persons which might be found infesting that 
county. The courts in other counties have 
sentenced convicts to confinement in it, by 


which it has been converted into a sort of 


inter.or state prison. 

A bill to incorporate the Blackstone River 
Canal Company has passed the _ incipient 
stages.

A gentleman, who a few years ago resided some tine 
at Grand Cairo, has described the punishment of ba- 
kers and butchers in that city. That which was in- 
flicted on bakers whose bread was deficient in weight, 
was extremely severe. For the first offence. the over- 
seer of the bakers, (who is the examimer, and only per- 
son who tries them,) immediately erders the delinquent 
to be bastinadoed. For the second offence, he is more 
severely punished in the same manner; and for the 
third, without any other process than the above men- 
tioned officer's order, he is put into his own oven, when 
hot, where he is suffered to perish ; which punishment. 
the gentleman adds, he saw executed. The punish- 
ment for butchers who are detected in selling meat 
either too long kept or deficient in weight, is no less 
extraordinary, thouzh not so cruel. A butcher in the 
neigh »ourhood where the relater of these facts reside, 
was detecied by the examining officer of being guilty 
of selling bad meat, and, (as in the baker’s case, with- 
out any other fori of tria! than the order of the officer) 
he was immediately nailed by one of his ears to the post 
of his own door, his nose pierced. and one end of a wire 
about ix inches long fastened to it, at the other e1d of 
which a piece of his bad meat was fixed.
